He said this after 
insisting that Germany will stand pat

But Black Decides to 
Push Measure to Speed

WASHINGTON, March 25.—(P)}— 
Despite the opposition of Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes, Senator Black, democrat, 
Alabama, tonight expressed his deter- 
mination to press for enactment of 
his bill to speed up tests of federal 
laws before the supreme court. 


The senate judiciary committee, be- 
hind closed doors, today heard the 
chief justice, speaking for the entire 
court, assert that the Black bill was 
“unnecessary.” Hughes was accompa- 
nied by Justices Brandeis and Van 
Devanter. 

Senator Black’s proposal would en- 
able the government to appeal direct- 
ly to the high tribunal any injunction 
or other court decree preventing the 
carrying out of any federal law. 

After referring to injunctions in 
lower courts against the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, the National Recov- 
ery Administration, and other New 
Deal agencies, Black said: 

“These questions affect the welfare 
of 120,000,000 people. They should be 
decided immediately to remove uncer- 
tainty and doubt. 

“You can’t have a final decision on 
the validity of a law until the su- 
preme court acts. Up to the present, 
the shortest time in which the court 
ever acted was two months.” 

Committee members said Hughes 
felt that the Black bill might retard 
action by clogging the docket with un- 
important cases or those not reflect- 
ing final judgment in lower courts.

Liquor Store Ordinance 


follows: 

Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council of the city of At- 
lanta, to wit: 

The mayor of the city of Atlanta 
is hereby authorized to conduct a 
store house or houses in the city of 
Atlanta for the purpose of the sale 
of alcoholic beverages, not including 
beer. The expenses incurred in the 
operation of the store and purchas- 
ing of supplies is not to be an obli- 
gation .f the city of Atlanta; but 
he is authorized to purchase supplies 
on consignment; rent property suit- 
able and employ necessary help, all 
of which shall be paid for after stock 
of goods has been paid for out of 
the profits of the business. Receipts 
of the store shall constitute a _ re- 
volving fund and shall be used for 
the purposes as above stated, and 
after all obligations have been met, 
the profits shall be paid into the 
city treasury. 

All sales of said store shall be 
made for cash, in sealed packages 
and no package shall be opened in 
the store and no liquor shall be 
served or consumed on the premises. 
Every package sold shall carry a 
stamp signed by the manager or com- 
missioner in charge and shall carry 
also the revenue stamp of the Unit- 
ed States government. 

The police department of the city 
of Atlanta is hereby directed to con- 
fiscate all alcoholic beverages, not 
including beer, which do not carry 
the stamp of the city of Atlanta and 
the stamp of the United States gov- 
ernment, They .are also directed to 
deposit said beverages thus confis- 
cated as a part of the stock of said 
store and shall have custody of the 
stock. 

All such liquors shall be tested, 
and if found to be unfit for con- 
sumption, shall be destroyed. Such 
liquors as are found to be fit for 
consumption shall have a_ govern- 
ment stamp as well as the city stamp 
affixed thereon, if it does not al- 
ready carry the government stamp.

For any violation of these pro- 
visions or such others as shall be 
made governing the resale of intoxi- 
cating beverages the permit shall be 
revoked and no permit shall be re- 
issued to the person or to the same 
place within one year. 

All persons to whom permits are 
granted shall be required to pay a 
license tax of $75 per quarter, in ad- 
vance, for the privilege of carrying 
on the business.

American Accuses 19 Others 
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As Spies Go on Trial in France 


PARIS, March 25.—(#)—Robert 
Gordon Switz, American, today ac- 
cused 19 others’ of spying against 
France for soviet Russia as he, his 
wife, and 19 co-defendaats went on 
trial as spies in a police court. 

Switz, himself, told the court that 
he had entered the alleged spy ring 
to uncover its intrigues for France. 

Both Switz, who appeared wearing 
a neatly-trimmed beard, and Mrs. 
Switz, who was more plump but less 
pert than when the couple was ar- 
rested 15 months ago, repeated’ in 
court the confession: police claimed 
they had previously made. 

The trial is expected to last a 
month. 

Two babies, born to two of the 
women defendants in prison, alternate 
ly cooed, cried, and slept in the arms 
of their mothers during the trial’s first 
day. Mme. Chana Salman was the 
mother of one and Mlle. Madeleine 
Mermet was the mother of the other. 

Andre Berthon, attorney for Mr. 
and Mrs. Benjamin Bercowitz, of 
Montreal, was overruled by the court 
on a plea for a public reading of the 
history of soviet spying in France 
since the war, claiming the alleged 
activity had taken place before France 
and Russia reached their present stage 
of friendliness, 


The defense lawyer said that the 
former military attache of the Czecho- 
solovakian legation likewise was im- 
plicated. 

Since the testimony given was sec- 
ret, direct quotations were not made 
available. 

Mrs. Switz, pale but smiling, watch- 
ed the proceedings with the calm air of 
a spectator. She, like each of the 
other defendants, sat between husky 
republican guards. 

Switz was palid, haggard and in- 
scrutable. He was distinguished in 
his dress from the others by wearing 
a necktie—a blue bow which peeked 
from behind his whiskers. 

His declaration that he meant “to 
serve France’ when he entered the 
band in 1933 was understood to have 
surprised the court which evinced 
skepticism. Some of his testimony 
was reported to have raised doubts as 
to the technical acquittal of him and 
his wife, which previously had seemed 
virtually assured. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Switz were ques- 
tioned, but the transcript of their 
testimony was a elosely guarded secret 
since even the defense lawyers had 


been individually warned against talk 
ing outside the courtroom with a 
threat of disciplinary’ punishment if 
they violated “professional secrecy.” 
_ Consequently the remaining hear- 
ings—every Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday for the next four weeks~ 
will be secret until the public is read- 
mitted for the verdict, which may be 
delayed two months, while the judges 
study the testimony.

LOVE’S LABOR WASHINGTON, March 25.—Secretary Hull 

wrote a formal rebuke to Herr Hitler a few 
days back, but you néver will see it. He composed it in the form 
of an official note, but decided not to send it. 

The note expressed regret at Hitler’s latest violation of the 
sanctity of treaties, especially the separate American treaty of 
peace, which included the military clauses of the Versailles pact. 

The story being told on thé inside is that President Roosevelt 
ordered it held up. He did not want to make any mové which 
would embroil him in the latest European fuss. Mr. Hull’s asso- 
ciates fondled the idea of sending it later, after things calmed 
down. But ‘when der furore tore up similar protests from the 
French and Italians, they decided to save him the trouble of tear- 
ing up this one. | 


SOUND OFF A better way of communicating Mr, Hull’s ex- 

asperation to Hérr Hitler was worked out slyly. 
The state secretary decided to express himself off-the-record at 
one of his press conferences. These conferences are attended by 
all foreign press represéntatives who want to attend. No doubt 
Hitler now has a transcript of Hull’s remarks. Althéugh they can- 
not be repeated out loud. 

All that can be said is that Mr. -Hull’s manner was extremely 
diplomatic, painfully so. The only thing he permitted the news- 
men to phblish about it was that this government considered Hit- 
ler’s action as a threat to the entire peace structure of thé world. 
That, of course, is the mildest possible version. 

The diplomats thought that this off-the-record. sound-off was 
rather neat. It avoided diplomatic é¢mbroilments. It. prevented Hit- 
ler. from snubbing Hull as he did the French and Italians. 


HOOVER The private republican reaction here to the new 

Hoover reorganization program certainly was not en- 
couraging to Mr. Hoover. A féw here praised it faintly, but most 
republicans in congress just remained wearily silent. 

lt is increasingly apparént that, if Hoover is going to assume 
the leadership of the party, he will have to do it without much 
help from Washington. 

There has been more inside talk lately among them about let- 
ting Mr. Hoover have the next republican presidential nomination, 
but not in any encouraging way. Most of them do not yet know 
what they want to do. 


POUR The only Hoover dig which penetrated the skins of the 

New Dealers deéply waS the one about foreign farm 
products pouring in while the AAA is holding down domestic pro- 
duction. 

The situation behind that is: Foreign farm importations have 
been running about twice as large as last year. The March figures 
to be published soon will show two and one-half to three times as 
much as March last year. 

If you dig into the last official figures, you will find that the 
quantity of farm imports in February last year was about 15,000,- 
000 units and this year, 37,000,000. The value jumped from 
$3,000,000 to $10,000,000. However, value is not a good barome- 
ter, because prices are much higher. 

The Néw Dealers contend these importations are mere seepage, 
and the ultimate question to be settled by debate between them 
and Mr. Hoover is how many drips make a pouring. 


COUNT To afford an idea of which farm imports are increas- 

ing and how much, the following official round figures 
for February may be cited, showing increases over the same month 
of the previous year: 

Butter, 3,000,000 pounds, or five times as much as in Febru- 
ary, 1934; live cattle, 38,000 head, six timés as much; pork, 168,- 
000 pounds, or 34 times as much; canned meat, 4,000,000 
pounds, three times as much; corn, 1.8 million bushels, or 121 
times as much; wheat, 1,000,000 bushels, 28 times as much.

HOCUS The strangest phase of the new wheat program is that 
the AAA will pay the farmers exactly the same amount 
for growing wheat this year as it paid last year for not growing it. 
The explanation is that the wheat program was a two-year propo- 
sition. The farmers agreed to cut acreage for two years by what- 
ever amount the AAA designated. The fact that no amount was 
designated this year makes no difference in the contract.

FAMOUS FLYERS. 
IIl—The Mollisons. 

Great Britain can boast of two fa- 
mous flyers who are husband and 
wife. Often they are spoken of as 
“the Mollisons.” Each -was famous 
before the marriage, which took place 
not quite three years ago.

Amy Johnson Mollison after her re- 
turn from a solo flight from Eng- 
land to Australia. 


James Allan Mollison was born in 
1905, and is about three years young- 
er than Colonel Lindbergh. Four 
years ago. he won fame for making 


‘an eight-day flight from England to) 
| Australia: and he also set up a rec- 


lord by flying from London to Cape 
Town in four days and 17 hours. 

| Within a few weeks after his mar- 
‘riage, Mollison set forth on a_ solo 
flight across the Atlantic. He piloted 
a small airplane called the Hearts 
Content, and flew from Ireland to 
New Brunswick—being the first to 
make the east-to-west crossing alone. 


Toward the end of the journey, he 
circled low over Halifax; and then 
‘went on a hundred miles or so be- 
fore he landed in a farmer’s field. 

Mrs. Mollison was Amy Johnson 
when she rose to flying fame. At 
the age of 20, fresh from her stu- 
dies at Sheffield University, she be- 
eame a typist in a London law of- 
‘fice; but deep in her heart was a 
|desire to learn to fly. 

_ Rising early in the morning, she 
‘went to an airport to study avia- 
ition for two or three hours hefore 
| her typing duties started for the day. 
'In the evening, she went back to the 
‘airport for further study and prac- 
| tice. 

| After learning to take care of an 
‘airplane motor, as well as to pilot it, 
‘she set forth on a great adventure. 
| Aboard a second-hand Gypsy Moth 
plane. she flew from London to Port 
Darwin, Australia. She suffered a 
erash on the way (in making a land- 
‘ing at Rangoon), but repairs were 
'made and she finished the journey 
in 19 days. It was the first solo 
flight from England to Australia by 
a woman. 

Loud was the cheering and high the 
honor when Amv Johnson got back to 
London. More honor came when she 
flew to South Africa and then back to 
Great Britain. making a new speed 
record each way. 

In 1933, Mr. and Mrs. Jgollison 
made a joint east-to-west flight across 
the Atlantic.

Brock House is in Connecticut but Quilt Pattern Looks Modern

“The quilt pattern I have today is 
an old one and yet in feeling it is 
quite modern. There is a succession of 
squares which are so placed that they 


make a pattern of lights and darks 


over the quilt top. 


“IT am calling this pattern ‘Brock 


House’ although you might think I 

should name it ‘block house’ because 

of the angularity of the blocks. 
“For the big plain block which is 


white in the picture I would use white) 


or better stijJl a white with a tiny 
all-over figure in black or in red. 
These modern copies of old-time prints 
lend an antique air to a quilt. More 
than that, they take off the glaring 
quality which comes when too large 
pieces of plain white are used. 

“Suppose we consider this quilt in 
gray. red and figured red and white. 
The large squares would be developed 
in the figured and in the gray ma- 
terials. 

“The smalier blocks that look black 
in the picture would be cut from red. 
It might be that you could find a fig- 
ured print in which red predominates 
for the black lonking blocks. 

“The quilt might be made in brown,
